The figures of birtlis and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 19th August, 1950, relate to 158 
towns with an estimated population' of 17,750 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 233 and their population is 
28,421 i hoitsands. Thus 68% of the total number of towns 
representing 62% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 12,118 and 6,379 representing birth -,nd 
death ran s of 35-5 and 18 7 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) States (Ports A & B). — The data b -re relate to 137 
towns with an estimated population of 14,928 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar Delhi, Madhya Pradesh and 
West Bengal could not be included. The total number of 
towns is 201 and their population is 24,668 tlionsmds. Thus

high death r te of 54 - 7 per thous -,nd of population c ml this 
high death w. .s not d''e to any one of the specified rauf-ep.

The total 
number of towns is 32 and their population is 3,753 thou- 
sands. Thus 67% of the to 4 ai number of towns repre anting

births and deaths were 1,856 and 981 representing birth 
and death rates of 34*2 and 18 - 1 per thousand of popu- 
lation respectively.
